Board of Health Nurse Tells How to 

Escape Influenza 


‘ The following instructions are contributed 
by Mrs. Lotta S. Johnson, Andover’s Board 
of Health nurse,‘ who makes many excellent 
suggestions for the care of common colds and 
the prevention of influenza and pneumonia. 

The present type of influenza, fortunately, 
is mild, but there is no doubt about the éx- 
istence of the disease. The disease called 
“grippe”—or mild influenza—has not at- 
tained the serious aspect of the influenza that 
prevailed during the fatal epidemic of 1918- 
VA If we bagtieg the American Medical 

ictionary for the term “grippe,” we will 
find the following statement: “Grip, la 
grippe. See Influenza.” On the other hand, 
if we turn to Lippincott’s Medical Diction- 
any we will find grip or la srippe defined as 
follows: “Grippe—Influenza.” This simply 
serves to indicate that grippe and influenza 
are one, and likened to the terms “scarla- 
tina” or “scarlet fever.” 

The common cold and the present type of 
influenza or la grippe, if neglected, may 
predispose or render the individual an easy 
victim for pneumonia infection. People 
should realize that a common cold is a con- 
tagious and communciable disease. All per- 
sons are not immune to the ordinary cold, 
but many, if they are in good physical con- 
dition, are naturally immune to it and can- 
not be infected if they are in good physical 
health. 

How Common Colds and Influenza Are 
Contracted: Common colds and influenza, 
both communicable diseases, areeasily 
spread by the material from the nose and 
mouth of sick persons through coughing, 
sneezing, carelessness in washing dishes or in 
using utensils, handkerchiefs, wash-cloths, 
etc., that have been used by sick persons. 

It has been found that the washing of 
dishes particularly may spread common colds 
or ordinary coentnantonble diseases if the 
dishes are not washed in hot water. At 
times the household dishes are not washed in 
sufficiently hot water to properly cleanse 
them, and this is particularly true of some 
restaurants and the glasses and utensils at 
“quick-lunch soda fountains.” 

revention: The best preventive meth- 
ods we have are to keep one’s self in good 
physical condition and to avoid associating 
with persons who have coughs, colds, a 
running nose or other symptoms of ess. 
We should sleep with the window open at 
night and, if possible, during the day have 
the house aired and use humidors, in order 
to approximate Nature’s own humid condi- 
tions. Sixty-eight to seventy degrees is a 
sufficiently high indoor temperature for per- 
sons in this climate. Above all, one im- 
portant pot is never to neglect a cold. 
Care at the beginning will often prevent seri- 
ous results; and care should be particularly 
taken at the beginning of a cold not to spread 
the disease to others. The beginning cold 
at times may be the early symptoms of some 
of the communicable diseases as measles, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, 

les, etc. . 

Influenza: The incidence of influenza 
during the past year has been very low, and 
no increase was noted until December, since 
which time a const: .nt increase in, reported 
cases has occured. More cases of pneumonia 
have been reported each week during this 
winter than the previous two winters. This 
condition began in September and has con- 
tinued up to the present time.

In Mr. Frost’s communication of last 
week referring to the work of the chairman 
of selectmen twenty years ago he writes, 
“How simple was his task! Then its pull 
upon his time was about an hour a week, 
his work was largely routine, very circum- 
scribed, and easily ascomplished.” 

Without douht his tasks were simple, but 
not always easily accomplished. His duties 
may “be twenty fold increased,” but so are the 
facilities for doing business. Not but a 
little more than twenty years ago Andover 
had no telephones, and the automobile was 
no more than a curiosity, certainly not a 
dependable means of locomotion. With one 
member of the board of selectmen living in 
the center, the second in West Parish and 
the third in Ballardvale, many hours were 
consumed. in doing business which could 
today be transacted over the telephone in 
five minutes. If some matters came up 
between the regularly appointed times for 
meeting the chairman was obliged either to 
resort to letter writing or harness his horse 
and take a drive of fifteen or twenty miles

sometimes occur causing confusion and diffi- 
culties in later years when certificates of 
birth or marriage may be required. Phy- 
sicians are obliged by law to report a birth 
within forty-eight hours. Often the child is 
not named, and the clerk sends out a post 
card requesting this necessary information. 
This is a matter in which parents, particularly 
women, may co-operate.

Many lead pipes for the water system of the 
town are preserved, with cocks and valves 
like our own, I stepped into a bakery and 
found the ovens ready to start up to- 
morrow, and near by stood the old mill for 
grinding the wheat. Not far off was a 
magazine for olive oil, with fifty huge terra 
cotta hogsheads set in’ rows and deeply 
imbedded in the floor. 

Multitudes of marble columns are still 
standing, here and there, throughout the 
town and give evidence of former splendor, 
but most of the marbles that lined buildings, 
and practically all of the statuary discovered, 
have gone the way of the plunderer. Stone, 
brick and cement were not in such demand, 
and so stand to instruct us of to-day in some 
of the fundamentals of ancient architecture. 
Many monuments and inscriptions of interest 
to the classical historian and student might 
be described, but I will not bore my readers 
further than to recommend warmly to an 
who visit Rome to go down and see this 
not beautiful, but instructive remnant of 
ancient civilization. And if the visitor can 
enjoy, as I did, the expert and generous 
guidance of Dr. A. W. Van Buren, of the 
American Academy at Rome, and an old 
P. A. boy, he will come away enriched and 
happy. 

Some of my readers ay bong pleased to learn 
that Doug. Fairbanks captivated one 
“movie palace,” Charlie Chaplin another, 
and Tom Mix, six shooter and all, another. 
Assuredly all roads lead to Rome!

A Matter for Careful Consideration 

Conforming to a custom as old as the 
Townsman itself, this column will be 
devoted, as far as possible until the 
Annual Town Meeting, to a discussion 
of the larger projects which are to be 
presented to the voters. 

One of the largest, if not the largest, 
appropriation will no doubt be sought 
by the school board for the construction 
of a new school building in Shawsheen 
Village. The need of such a building 
and the necessity of constructing it im- 
mediately are matters beyond discus- 
sion, for the voters have settled this. 
Now consideration must be given to the 
question of the building itself. 

The tendencies of the times as seen 
in educational matters, particularly in 
those matters pertaining to the training 
of children in the so-called common 
school grades, suggest that we can go to 
almost any length in our building plans. 
'n no other part of our social system is 
there so clearly seen the growing and 
dangerous tendency of governmental 
agencies to take over the function of 
homes and parents as is seen in public 
school affairs, and the proposal to erect 
a school building will no doubt invite 
innumerable sugg>stions to encourage 
this unfortunate practice. 

It may well be that we shall best serve 
the cause of child training by providing 
a building that will include not only 
class rooms but a hall, a gymnasium. 
manual training rooms, domestic science 
rooms, lunch rooms, shower-baths and 
all the varied facilities which are sug- 
gested by the modern educator. How 
vital and necessary these things are is a 
puzzling question for the layman to 
answer. But the average Andover 
parent is convinced that we need a 
building of a type of architecture which 
will blend well with the surrounding 
construction; a building so planned that 
needed additions can be made when 
necessary; a building so conceived and 
so constructed and equipped that it will 
serve the real educational needs of chil- 
dren, but not planned to the end that 
the town shall take over the duties 
which belong to parents and which 
most parents prefer to perform them- 
selves; a building where children can 
work and learn under healthful, at- 
tractive conditions, and where teachers 
will work in an environment which 
will suggest self-improvement rather 
than pay per hour. And it may well be 
that the building should be designed to 
erve as a community center. 


It is a difficult matter to resolve such 
a problem into dollars and cents and we 
make no attempt to do so. This how- 
ever is submitted: When Andover can 
afford to spend one hundred and sev- 
enty-five thousand dollars improving a 
stretch of highway one half mile in 
length it cannot and will not examine a 
school building project in a nar ow and 
niggardly spirit. 


Editorial Cinders 


Our Chamber of Commerce starts 
well with a fine board of directors and 
capable officers.

Rev. Francis L. Cooper, formerly pastor 
of the Lawrence street church, Lawrence, 
now educational secretary fro the Congre- 
gational missionary society, addressed a 
union meeting held at the Free church, Wed- 
nesday evening. Rev. Arthur S. Wheelock 
Serr at the meeting and Rev. E. Victor 

igelow of the South church, and Rev. New- 
man Matthews of the West church assisted 
at the devotional services. 

Rev. Mr. Cooper, who is himself the son 
of a home missionary, is conversant with 
every phase of the missionary work under- 
taken by the Congregational denominations. 
Although 24 per cent more is now being con- 
tributed to home and foreign missions than 
was several years ago, the increase has not 
kept pace with the high cost of living. 

Mr. Cooper presented the needs of Con- 
gregational work showing exactly why five 
million dollars is needed to carry on the work. 
The deterioration of church and mission 
Property during the war, requires extra 
money. More than three hundred positions 
have been vacant on the home mission field 
where workers have been recalled for lack of 
supporting funds. This field is being oc- 
cupied by missionaries from other denomina- 
tions. It has been suggested that mission- 
aries be withdrawn from the foreign field in 
order to check the annual deficit of $180,000. 
Salaries which were entirely inadequate be- 
fore the war are even more inadequate at the 
present time. Rather than curtailing ac- 
tivities it is desirable to have funds for nor- 
mal growth and expansion. 

Mr. Cooper said that the trifling contri- 
bution of two cents a day by every Congrega- 
tionalist in the United States would mean the 


full possibilities for home and missionary 
work.

The Value of A Man is 98 Cents 


Dr. Luden reduces the elements of the 
composition of man as follows: 

Fat enough for 7 bars of soap; iron enough 
for a medium-sized nail; sugar enough to fill 
a shaker; lime enough to whitewash a chicken 
coop; sulphur enough to rid a dog of fleas. 

The viaue is estimated by the doctor as 
98 cents. 

Some men are evidently not even worth 
the bargain price of 98 cents, for in order to 
have the proper amount of lime, iron, etc., 
in the body, the diet must be well balanced. 
Coffeerand doughnuts, and pork chops and 
pickles and coffee, will not supply the min- 
erals required by the body. 

Where do these minerals come from? 
Largely from milk, whole grain cereals and 
vegetables. Iron, which helps make red 
blood, is found in green vegetables, whole 
grains, eggs, dried fruits. 

Phosphorus is found in milk, cheese, whole 
grains, turnips, onions and parsnips, peas, 
beans and lentils, parece 

Lime is found in milk, green vegetables 
and whole grains. 

It is especially essential that the prospec- 
tive mother should eat foods containing these 
minerals, or else the supply for the growing 
infant will be taken from the mother’s own 
body. One quart of milk daily will provide 
lime for bone and tooth formation and thus 
insure the mother against loss of the teeth.

Breakfast — Baked apple, glass of milk, 
oatmeal and milk, whole wheat muffins and 
butter. 

Dinner — Baked potato (eat with skins), 
spinach, meat loaf with tomato sauce, baked 
Indian pudding and milk.

(Continued from page 1) 


for in this district during the school year of 
1923 and 1924. 

Following the long established educational 
policy of the town, the Committee have 
already decided that the school rooms of any 
new building that might be constructed 
should te planned for a seating capacity of 
rot over thirty-five children. Eight rooms 
would then be required as a minimum num- 
ter to accommodate the two hundred and 
ffty children, who may ke reasonably ex- 
pected in 1924. It is estimated that the 
growth of the Village for the next five years 
will be at the rate of approximately seventy- 
fve houses per year, or in terms of school 
enrollment, at five eighths of a child per 
house, there will be an increase of one 
hundred eighty-eight children. It then may 
be assumed that there will be at least a total 
of four hundred twenty-five children who 
would attend the grade schools in Shaw- 
sheen Village in 1928, or five years hence. 
This would require at least twelve rooms as a 
minimum number. 

It then became the duty of the Committee 
to determine, as far as was in their power, 
what features a school building in a new and 
growing community should contain. Well 
established methods of handling groups of 


children, the teaching of music, required han 


lectures, talks, use of lanterns, and the 
growth of community spirit require a hall for 
their best development.. The modern idea 
of physical training and health education, 
fostered by legislation and leading physicians 
who. have at heart the physical, as well as 
mental growth of children, make a gym- 
nasium an essential part of an up-to-date 
educational system. In the construction of 
a building, which is to serve a community 
like Shawsheen Village, provision for domes- 
tic science and manual training should not be 
omitted. It may not be wise or necessary 
to introduce those courses immediately, but 
ample space should be allowed so that as 
soon as the demand comes the facilities for 
meeting it will he at hand. The Committee 
recommends a school building of twelve 
rooms which should meet the demands of the 
community for five years, so planned that at 
the end of that period it can easily be ex- 
panded to sixteen or more rooms. This, of 
course, would mean a flexibility in the heat- 
ing plant, corridors and toilet rooms, and 
other parts of the building, so as to meet 
the demands when additions are made. 

_The lot has already been thoroughly 
discussed. Its iy agree for building is 
rapidly going on. A large part of the gravel 
has already been removed, and enough will 
te removed before the time for the beginning 
of building operations, so that there will be no 
delay. The grade is practically established 
and all that will be necessary after the build- 
ing is constructed, is to loam approximately 
two and one-half acres in the immediate 
vicinity of the school building. The re- 
mainder of the lot, which would be used as a 
playground, may be taken care of at some 
future time when the gravel has been re- 
moved. Loam can be secured in the vicinity 
at fifty cents per cubic yard, and can be 
hauled at $1.50 per cubic yard, which is a 
total cost of $2.00 per cubic yard for loam 
delivered and spread. Eight hundred cubic 
yards would be required to cover an acre to 
the es em of six inches. At $2.00 per cubic 
yard this would cost $1600 an acre or $4000 
for two and one-half acres, that part of the 
lot which immediately surrounds and is 
situated in front of the building. 

The following estimate has been made for 
equipment: 


The principal’s room $124.50 
Teachets’ room 150.00 
Emergency room 90.00 
Eight class rooms 3305.00 
Hall 100.00 
Gymnasium 500.00 

Total $4669.50 


This would be an adequate equipment for 
an eight-room _ building, including hall, 
gymnasium, and subsidiary rooms. The 
chairs for the hall are included in the terms of 
the general contract. 

Throughout the entire discussion the 
Committee has constantly kept in mind the 
necessity of adapting the style of the school 
building to that of the surrounding buildings 
of the Village. It is the policy of the School 
Committee to co-operate with the officials 
who have at heart the interest of Shawsheen 
Village, in harmonizing and beautifying the 
school building and surrounding grounds. 
The Committee has also kept in mind the 
fact that the Village is a model Village, 
growing, active, and very much in need of the 
best in education that can be furnished. 
With all these considerations in mind, then, 
they recommend a twelve-room building so 
planned that it may be easily expanded to 
sixteen or more rooms, each room to seat 
thirty-five pupils. The building is to con- 
tain a hall, with a seating capacity of three 
hundred, a gymnasium large enough for all 
practical uses, a principal’s office, a teachers’ 
Toom, an emergency room, a lunch room, 
two spare basement rooms and the necessary 
heating plant. The total cost including the 
loaming of the lot and equipment, will be 
two hundred sixty-eight thousand, eight 
hundred dollars ($268.800).

All idle persons in Madagascar must 
work or pay a tax for the privilege of 
living an unproductive life, As the 
end of the war released thousands of 
native troops, the colonial government 
has decided that something must be 
done to check idleness, especially as 
there is plenty of work for all comers.

WON OVER ALL HANDICAPS 


Famous Explorer Conquered Disabil- 
ities That Would Have Daunted 
Big Majority of Mankind. 

The belated dedication of a monu- 
ment to Dr, Elisha Kent Kane, once 
a famous Arctic explorer, is a re- 
minder of an achievement quite as 
remarkable as anything that Kane 
did to add to the sum of knowl- 
edge of the polar regions. This 
was his mastery of physical handicaps 
which would have daunted ninety- 
nine men in a hundred. He was 
physically so frail that he was un- 
able to complete his studies at col- 
lege; he completed his medical edu- 
cation at home, became a surgeon in 
the navy, and while physician of the 
American legation at Peking began 
his career as an explorer which 
marked him for fame. It is less 
known than it ought to be that his 
polar researches, important though 
they were, constituted only a small 
part of his work. He succeeded in 
descending into the crater of the Taal 
volcano, though several able-bodied 
adventurers had failed; he fought 
Bedouins in Egypt; he crossed the 
{sland of Luzon on foot, and he made 
an early study of Alpine glaciers in 
Switzerland. All this and more he 
accomplished before he died at the 
age of thirty-seven, sustained always 
by unfaltering pluck and by deter- 

mination such as few men possess. 


MORALITY AT A DISCOUNT 


Evidently Guide Had Learned Wisdom 
From Association With the Modern 
Business Man. 

Attorney General Daugherty said 
at a dinner in New York:
